A Gift Supreme I 


By Ja mes Ma rlo w 


WASHINGTON iff — Sen. Knowland’s job as Sen­ 
ate Republican leader is to steer President Eisen­ 
hower’s program through that chamber but at 
times he seems at cross purposes with the man in 
the White House. 
In the midst of Monday’s Senate debate on cen­ 
suring Sen. McCarthy (R-WisJ, Knowland, a Cal­ 
ifornian, deliv ered a speech denouncing the idea 
that there could be “peaceful coexistence” with the 
Communist world 
This was contrary to what Eisenhower himself 
told a news conference last June 30 after a White 
House v isit by Sir Winston Churchill, Britain’s prime 
minister, and Sir Anthony Eden, the British foregn 
minister. 
Eisenhower said the hope of the world lay in peace­ 
ful coexistence, but he declared this must not mean 
appeasement and must not mean the subordination 
of any nation to an outside power. 
This was pretty good ev idence that the President, 
although he hoped for coexistence, wasn’t betting it 
would work. 
Churchill had said much the same thing two days 
before when, at a June 28 news conference, he 
urged a “real good try” at peaceful coexistence. It 
might not solv e all problems, he said, but things 
might get better. 
The President and the Prime Minister made their 
statements more than a year after the Russians be­ 
gan talking of coexistence. 
Knowland’s expression Monday of his v iews on 
coexistence wasn’t all new. Last Aug. 1 he said coex- j 
istence with Russia is as impossible as coexistence in 
a cage of tigers. 
He said once there was such an atomic stalem ate— 
perhaps between 1957 and 19 G0-Russia would begin 
nibbling away at small nations, with Communist v ic­ 
tory the final result. 
Although he doesn’t like the coexistence theme, 
Knowland said he had no alternativ e. He said he 
doesn’t want war of any kind. 
He called for congressional inv estigations of the 
administration's foreign and defense policies. Yet 
only last March 17, while praising the administra­ 
tion’s “ new look” defense program, he said he 
though it would be bad policy for Congress to debate 
that program. Nothing, he said, could please the i 
Kremlin more than that. 
Last July 1 he announced he would resign his 
Senate leadership and fight to take the United 
States out of the United Nations, if Red China was 
seated in that world organization. Opposition to U. N. 
membership for Red China already was part of Ei­ 
senhower’s policy.

1. Check the cabinet fo r all items 
that may be p u t elsewhere.

These fences « re av ailable in trans­ 
lu cent p lastic and can be affix ed 
to either glass o r metal shelv es. 
When all co ntents of the cabinet 
hav e been remo v ed fo r rearrang­

Do n’t Gamble 
With Brucello sis, 
Specialist Say s 


There are more cases of human 
brucellosis in rural areas because 
there is more opportunity for ex­ 
posure. Sometimes it has been 
known as Maltg fever or Undulant 
fever, and it is possible that there 
are more cases than are reported. 
People rarely, if ever, g et bru­ 
cellosis from other people. They 
g et it from animals, says Dr. F. A. 
Hall,

vember. In this state for best pro­

brucellosis g erm may result from 
soon after the first of November 
as possible. One application should 
suffice for the winter season. 
This new repellent may be ap­ 
plied by brush or sprayer.

For small planting s of trees and 
shrubs, a paint brush will suffice, 
but for extensive applications use 
a g ood one-g allon sprayer. 
“ Ring wood Repellent” is recom­ 
mended for use on dormant decidu­ 
ous plants such as apple, cedar, 
cherry, elm, locust, maple, pop­ 
lar, and many other ornamentals 
common to Indiana. 


You should try on a ready-made 
dress before you make your selec­ 
tion. says Miss Frieda C. Stoll, ex­ 
tension clothing specialist, Purdue 
University.
